Regarding claim 1 , the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a method 
for forming a metal line of a semiconductor device comprises the step of etching the 
metal layer to form a metal line pattern and a metal fuse pattern, the metal line remains 
thinner than the metal line pattern at the space, between the metal line and the metal 
fuse area, due to an etch loading effect, and the metal line pattern and the metal fuse
